Faulty Motor Vehicles 
Menace to Motorists 
Says Safety Officials 


Motorists of Mississippi are being 
warned by Safety Officials today that 
driving mechanically faulty vehicles is 
a violation of city, county and state 
laws and that such drivers are subject 
to arrest ‘and cupon, conviction, heavy 
fines. be eee 

Officials listed faulty brakes, im- 
proper lights on passenger cars and 
trucks, faulty steering gear and worn 
out tires as four of the main mechani- 
cal faults of improperly driven ve- 
hicles which will come under: close 
acrutiny from safety patrofmen. 

Two other faults listed by - officers 
were worn out windshield wipers and 
cracked window glass. Drivers of these 
defective automobiles who become in- 
volved in accidents may be charged 
with violation of state law, a safety 
official explained. 

Officials emphasized the seriousness 
of these violations by pointing out that 
unsafe automobiles were a factor in 
12 per cent—or about 3,300—of the 
fatal traffic accidents in 1950. In some 
states, these officials said, mechanical- 
ly defective cars were factors in 19 
per cent of accidents involving deaths.

Council Director, further emphasized
